We hope that the mint 
will be re-opened, bat aa the figures of 
silver production ar» easily accessible lo 
Senators, as'well as other people, some 
care should be taken to avoid inaccurate 
statements, that will do more hurra than 
good. In 1884, the last year lor which 
the statistics are available, Nevada pro- 
duced 55,600,000 worth of sil-rer, nod 
Colorado $16,000,000.

the list of Slates, we find two Territories 
ahead of Nevada—Montana, with $7,- 
000,000, and Utah, with $0,800,000.—

The decrees of the Baltimore Plenary

The WMhtiwlon. Territory Bill. 


Mr. Dolph addressed tbs Senate 


Wednesday in support of the bill for 
the admission of Washington Territory. 
He claimed that from every point of 
view the Territory was entitled to ad- 
mission. 
Alluding to tbt recent anti- 


Chines* occurrences, Mr. Dolph said 
the work was not that of citizens of 
•Washington Territory, but of foreigners. 
The outrages he characterized as inex- 
cusable. He would not defend violence, 
but there were some mitigating circum- 
stances in this case. The people of the 
whole Pacific Coast wer« almost unani- 
mous as to the pr.Iicy of excluding the 
Chinese, but the proximity of Washing- 
ton Territory to British Colombia g*ave 
the opportunity for many Chinese, on 
the completion of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, to get iuto Washington Terri- 
tory, and so violate the lawi of the 
United 
State*. 
Although 
national 


troops had been called for, the people 
of Washington Territory had arranged 
matters before tho troops arrived. The 
anti-Chinese incident should not pre- 
judice the case of the Territory. Oc- 
currences just as reprehensible had oc- 
cured in most of the States before their 
admission, and sons since. After exec- 
utive session the Senate adjourned. 


April lunuguralious. 


The proposition advanced by Senator 


lagalls, of Kansas, to amend existing 
law BO that the President may ba inaug- 
urated in April rather than in March, 
and follow the precedent established 
when George Washington was inaugu- 
rated on April 30, 1789, has been antag- 
onized in various directions, but the 
Washington correspondent of the San 
Francisco Alia writes that the opinion 
is freely expressed in public circles at 
Washington that such change would 
piove beneficial in many desirable ways. 
It would, in the first place, operate to 
extend the second, or short session of 
Congress, which now lasts only from

Lincoln, Hamlin and Andrew Johnson 
were each 62 yean old; Fremont and 
Douglas were each 48; Seward was 60; 
Chase 53, Cameron 63, Stanton 46, 
Greeley and Snmner eaoh 50. Wilson 49, 
Fessenden 55, Trumbul! 48, Wade 61, «>d sucn u 
"Thad." Stevens 69, Bank* 45, Hend- poor brjiine 
ricks 42, Curtin-14, John Sherman, Mor- 
ton and Oolfax each 38, Grant 39, Te- 
cumseh Sherman 41, McOlellan 34, Han- 
cook 37, Sheridan 30, Seymour 51, Til- 
den 47, Hayes 38, Oarfield 29, Logan 35, 
Lamar 36. Here are thirty-three men, 
then prominent in politics, or destined 
to prominence in the field, of whom a 
full third bad completed their fiftieth 
year, and but three were under 35, while 
the average age of all was nearly 46.

43; John Adams, then a delegate in the

Hamilton, a college-student of 18 in tbia 
city, ready to be Washington's aid-de- 
camp at 20, and a member of the Conti- 
nental Congress at 25; Knfus King, aft- 
erward United States Senator 
from 


New York at late as 1825, a Harvard, 
student of 20, preparing himself to be 
an officer in the army at 23 and a mem- 
ber of the Continental Congress at 29; 
C. Fickney, afterward Congressman BO 
Ute as 1821, a boy of IT, who was lo be 
one of South Carolina's representatives 
in the Continental Congress at 19; Will- 
iam Jacknon, afterward Secretary of the 
Constitutional Convention ol 1787, a 
Lieutenant in the army at 16, and As- 
sistant Secretary of War at 23; while 
in the Continental Congress at such 
already prominent men as John Jay, not 
yet 30; Boberl R. Livingston, 28; Fred- 
erick Frelinghuysen, but 22, among col- 
leagues, nearly half of whom wore men 
under 40. Without further multiplying 
illustrations, it ii evident that the chiel 
reason why men who were prominent in 
the Revolution continued prominent so 
long afterward that the last President of 
that achuol did not retire until 1825, was 
because they were as a rule so very 
young when they assumed public duties 
while the chief reason that the politicians 
and soldiers of the Rebellion period are 
dying so much sooner after the close o 
thfi struggle is because they were very 
much older meu than their prototypes 
of the last century when the struggle 
opened.

During tbe years 1881 nnd 1882, Geo. 


P. McConkey was County Treasurer of 
White Pine county. Sadler, Herrick, 
Strickland, Molitor, Ellison, McDcriuid, 
tnd otheri, prominent citizens of tbe 
county were his sureties. On the morn- 
og of the 3d ot January, 1883, Mc- 


key was found dead in his office. 


To some, circumstances indicated sui- 
cide, while others believed be had been 
murdered and robbed. An examination 
of bis book* discloied a shortage of 
nearly twelve thousand dollars. The 
county employed H. K. Mitchell, Esq., 
to assist the District Attorney, and suit 
was instituted against the bondsmen in 
March, 1883. Mnsrs. Baker & Wines 
were employed by tbe defense. The 
case went to the Supreme Court on a 
question of pleading and was reversed 
in 1884, and sent back for a second 
trial. The case was again before Judge 
Rives in July, 1885. The defense in- 
troduced no evidence and tbe Court 
ordered judgment for the defendants foi 
the reason that the evidence of plaiutifl 
failed to show that the plaintiff was 
entitled to any judgment. Tbe county 
again appealed to the Supreme Court 
where tbe case was argued last moutb, 
and on Saturday Inft the opinion of the 
Court was filed affirming the order 01 
Judge Bivcs. This puts nn eud to- the 
case and tbe bondsmen are relieve! 
from the payment of ubout eiiteen 
thousand dollars. Upon the whole they 
may couiiider themselvei quite lucky.
